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IN THE LITERARY CONTEST.

Judges Award her Representatives Three ol the Five Divisions of the
Contest—Very Large Audience Attended the Contest
and Witnessed a Magnif’cent Entertainment.

In the presance of an immense aud-
lence, representatives from the senlor
olassen of the high schools of Reynolds-
ville, Punxsutawney and Brookville
met In Punxsutawney Freiday night of
last week and contested for 1lteriry
honors, The sight of such a contest,
representing the best produet of the
publie schools of the three leading
towns of Jefferson county, was well
warth going many miles to see, and the
asudience which filled every seat In the
Iarge Mahoning streat opera hause was
gathered not only from Punxsutawney
but from DuBols, Roynoldsville, Brook:
ville and many other points in the see-
tlon.

Raynoldsville may pride
the high swundard of L
in lnst year's contest hot
tives led 1o viotory, so In this they
agnin captured three of the five divi-
slons of the progrem.  And In all the
divisiona her contestants displayed such
alkill in argumont aod et in delivery
as to place thelir title to superiority ns
o whole boyond question.

Throughout the contest the large
audionce was vory orderly, excopting a
little vowdylem in the gallery, and en-
tered heartily into the spirit of the oe-
onslon, Reynoldsville was represented
by over two hundred people, so deep
was the fnterest In the event. Brook-
villo also had & number in the audience,
though small compared with Reynolde-
ville. But the efforts of the contestants
trom the different towns did not suffer
from lack of speclal friends in the nud-
lance, for it was worthy of note that all
the efforts of the contestanis were met
with a generous share of applause.

The Punxsutawney schools wera rep-
resented 1o the audience by & large
gallory in the reat sf the honse which
was filled with young people, and they,
full of confidence, spent w vast lot of
lung power before the contest giving
thele sehool “yells” and wesuring the
people that *they were all clght.” 1t
was very for tupute for them that they
dona all their yelling befors the
todt, for [t was noved that aftor the de-
¢lslon thoy hadn't much 10 suy This
gallery ulso made ltsell vory consple-
uwous hy hootlng wnd jeering every time
Brook ville and Reyooldeville friends in
the nudienee stiempted 1o give u class
chueur,

When the curtain volled up, the stage
presentod & heilliunt apponaravce, All
the contestants were seated upon it and
also those who gave musical seleotions.
In the renr sut County Superintendont
R. B, Teltrick, who opened the contost
with o short address.  After afow coms
plimentary romurks on the interest
shown, and to the schools for the high
standard attulned, he took occasion to
remind those who were Inclined to do
too much “yelllog"” that it was to be a
literary contest, with emphasis on the
“lierary.” It had the good effect of
forestalling the objectionable oluss
‘yells” therealtor and limiting the en-
thuslasm to the more refined applause.

THE ESSAYR.

The first section of tho program wus
unlike soything in last year's contest,
The three cssays were devoted to the
same subjoot, u review of the popular
American romancs, “‘Ramona,” written

Her pro-
tectress, & haughty Senora, strongly op-
poses the union and wlls Ramons that
she Is the child of an Indian mother,
but notwithstanding thls the girl and
her Indian lover, meeting alter a short
separation, flee to San Diego and are
married, They follow the Indian life
and are happy together, but ever suffer
by the oppression of the whiws, Their
ohlld falls ill, a white physiciun refuses
to attend it, and while Ramona Is at-
ternpiing to take her first-born to the
dootor, little “Blue Eyes" dles, In un
{osans moed her Iodian busband tukes
o white man's horse, and the Amerioan
promptly pursues uod shoots bim with-
out mercy. Ramona, with & second
ohild, s left alone und upder the welght
of grief sod lllness almost diss.  1n the
ond she returns W the home of her
oblidhood, but her heart lies burled in
the grave of her Indian lover,

The three coutestants, Susan Van
Vilet, of Brookvilie, Anne Lowry, of

of Weynoldsviile, followed almost the
sumo plan in reviewing the work, esch
delineating the true nobllity of the In-
dian character and the suthor's attempt
to show the uttor disregard of the
whites for justice. But while all were
yood In this respect, there was a wile
difference In the delivery of tho essays
anil the impression made upon the wud-
lence. The Brookville and Punxsutaw-
noy contestants lacked much of the fin-
Ishad oase and grace that charactorized
the Roynoldsville contostant, and the
delivery of the Intter was free from the
embarassing repetitions which ocourred
in the other two, notably so in the case
of Miss Van Vilet. While the judges’
award of victery to Brookville was ac-
cepted with good grace by the Reynolds-
ville contestants, and whila courtesy
may have demanded that Brookville
should have at lonst one wioner In the
vontest, the Reynoldsville people and
others present could not escape the
conviction that in this case at least jus-
tlea was not done to Miss Ridgeway.
THE ORATIONS,

Charles Knarr, of Punxsutawney,
opened the oratlons with the oareer of
Hoorates, greatest of pagan philoso-
phers,  From his first appearance as &
Greolan soldier until bhis death, the
spenker portrayed the grand nobllity of
his bhero. Scorates was the wisest of
men becauso he koew his own lgnorance;
bacause he sought not to fathom ‘he
mysterles of the gods but made his
ereed “Kpow thysell.,” His pecullae
method of extracting koowledge by
questloning was shown to be the best,
nnd hecauss ho tsught humanity aod

| huniility be surpassed the warriors ef

the world,  Aceused by enomies of cor-
rupting the youth, he disproved the
charge and nocepted the cup of hem-
look, ending hisoareer with the majesty
of agod.  Tn his peroration Mre, Knare
showed the philosopher as the great
forevanner of Chrlstinnity, whose ln-
Hueoco yot moulds the world, The ors-
tlon wus dellvered In a slow, slmost
mechanicnl way, and snemed to lnok ons
thusinam,

For Reynoldsvillo John Coleman de-
soribed the glorious martisl career of
Hannlbal, who from childhood pledged
to Roman hateed, in life oarrled ont
one of the greatest milltary projects of
nutiguity wnd brought great Rome to
abjeot tervor,  Mr. Coleman told of the
early genivs shown by Hannibal and
his commund of men at elghteen yoars
of nge.  How ho martialled barbariavs
into valorous soldier und took his great
army over tho Alps, desoonding unex-
poctedly oo Romun tervitory und
pushed close to the very gates of Rome.
And the speakor showed too the pathets
le but noble end of the groat warrlor
whoen Carthage, menaced by & Romun
army, could mnelther support him nor
defend hersolf, and Hannlbal, abandon-
lng the conquest of Roms, returned to
Carthage, and as a statesmen of the
highest order done all in his power to
save his oative colty, Mr. Coleman
spokte with freedom and force,
his subject woll In hand at all times,
and merited the award which the
Judges aftarward gave him,

Jullus Ciosar, lawyer, politiclan, war-
rlor, statesman, historian and martyr,
was the world-herosulogized by Arthur
Boott, of Brookville. So extraordinary
was Civosar, according to the speaker,
that ho must not be judged by the or-
dipary standards of men. He came at
a corisls in the world's history and was
an ipstrument of the Omoipotent in
working out & divioe purpose. Ho slew
his milllons, but left to the world plans,
ideas and great works which more than
atoned, Like many snother transcend-
not genius, Mr, Scott averred, Cusar
fell & martyr to the jealousy of subordi-
nnles.

THE SERIOUS RECITATIONS,

This year the recltations were divid-
ad into two classes of serleus and comie,
and the division worked well. For
aslde from the fact that different stan-
dards of judgmont are necsssary for the
serious aod comio, the interpolation of
entertalning recitations between the
heavier matter of oratlons and debate
helped to sustaln Interest,

Anna Klahr, of Reynoldsvllle, opened
the recitations with “Little Bill," the
pathetio tale of a newsboy, whose sweot
slmplicity in the touching scenes of hia
last fow minutes bofore death gave to
Miss Klahran opportunliy to delineate
child charaoter, in which she has fow
superiore. “A Dog of Flanders," by
Madge Truman, of Brookville, was also
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atale of childlife, Mildred Spencer,
of Punxsutawney, gave s tale of border
war and vude riflo justion entitled A
Ballnd of Exst and West "

In this, us in other parts of the pro-
gram, the superfor traloing of the
Roeynoldsville contestant was plalnly ap-
parent, Mies Kiahr, who was awnrdod
the viotory, spoke In o low, gentle tone,
yor her enuncistion was =0 olear nnd
distinet that her words wers hoard
throughout the hall, while on the othor
hand it was sometlmes diffioult o ful-
low the Brookville and Punxsutawn:y
contestanits,

THE DEBATH.

"“The Relative Value of Commerte,
Manufacture nnd Agriculture ns Clvil-
Izlng Aguncies” formed the question of
n debave, the fourth division of the con
tent. Commerce wus represented by
McMurray Gritfith, of Hrookville;
manufacture by Frank Evans Cluweon,
of Punxsutawney ; and agricultire by
Clyda Murray, of Reynoldsyille.

Mr. GriMith contended that while ng-
rloulture might support, and munufuc:
ture might enrich a nation, nelthor
would of jteell raise the oivillzation or
ald In uniting mankind into a grent
brotherhood. For this commoeree, the
mingling of people and of oations o
trade, was necessary. As o great o
ample of what was socomplishod 1o this
way, he ¢lted the early Phuenlcinns, the
first masters of the sea and of teado,
Through thelr trading expeditions,
the Phoenlolan alphabet, one of the
ourliest, bocame known to distant raccs
and bocoming in part ndopted, helped
groeatly to uplift towards olvilization,
In our own day he pointed to Eogland
und her wonderful work of clvillzing
through commeren.

In defeose of manufacture, Mr, Cloy-
son, of Punxsutawney, clted numerois
examples of the Inventions, clussed o
manufaotures, whioh bad ealsed the
world from barbarism toenlightenmient,
He did not deny the valunof agrioulture
or of commerce, but stated thnt though
mgriculturea was indead necessary for
Iife itaelf, the fact of life did not lmp'y
or help to elvilize, and that this wus
not a questlon of mere exlstence, but of
olvillzlng forces ;| and while commueroe
slded, It was made possible only by the
provious Invention of these clvillaing
agencies. As proof that agrleultuee
did not elvilize he poluted 1o the rude
Indinn planting corn wnd leaving Gl
and nuture do the rest, Ho elted gun-
powder ns & mighty fores in the aid of
bhuman progress. For It had made the
yeoman equal o the steel clad koight
wnd foudullsm and the durk uges viune
Ished ln the smoke of guonpowder

Clyde Mureny, of Reynoldaville, con-
cluded lo defense of ngriculture wd
suught w prove by many able arguments
that It wus notonly tho basls of e, hut
that in Its wide embrace was cradlod
the olvilization of the races. He show d
that It was the absolutely pecessury
frat step (n elvilization, upon which ull
alse depended, and that It had produc d
sume of the world's most Importaut
ovents, He gavo statistles o prove thut
from the farm came an overwhelming
majority of tho leading men and think-
ors of to-day, and In the past many of

ghe worid's grestest olvilizing agencios

had had thele Inception with an agrl-
oultural peaple,

The judges gave the award to Me,
Clawson,of Punxsutawney, rapresenting
manufactare, but It was not essy o do-
eide who had the best of the debaie,
OF tho thres, Clyde Murray's was peges
haps the most seholarly production, bt
Mr. Qlawson presented his case In very
ingrenliouns style,

THE COMIO RECITATIONS,

After the long progeam of serioos
suhbjects, the audience was well praparcd
und keonly volished the rollioking hu-
mor of the comle recltations,

lost in thae woods, and his conversation
with an inguisitive owl, Cos Shailer,
of Reynoldeville, followed with & seleo-
tion ln which Mrs. Wiggs of the Cab-
bage Pateh hold “A Labor Day Plenle,™
much to the smusemont of the audionoo,
Mre. Wiges hnd just decided to hold
the plenle at the cemetery, but Cubn, n
ratired fire depurimont horse, suddenly
devlded on his own secotintl to go W A
fire. Tho pleos abounded in fun and
the good humored phllosophy of Mrs,
Wiggs. Tho vontest closed with a roo-
Itation by Ella Garner, of Brookville,
entitied * The Afternoon Tay," In which
t numbor of Trish lndles wers Initinted
into the mysteries of fashionable moth-
ods of taking an afternoon “tay"'—and
tholr disgust with the whole thing.

Supt. J. A, Gibson, of Butler, Prof,
D, .

tatlon one of them stepped on the stug
nnd with a fow prefatory remarks ro-

questing no applavse until he had con-
eluded, announced the declslons :
